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Wife arrested in soldier's murder 


Colorado man also charged 
in shooting on Fidelio Road

The wife of a man who was found 
shot to death Friday night on a rural 
Christian County road has been 
charged with his murder. 

Vincent Goslyn Jr, 28, died around 
8:25 p.m. Friday night after being shot 
multiple times while he was in the 400 
block of Fidelio Road, according to 
Chris Miller, spokesman for the Chris¬ 
tian County Sheriff’s Department. 
Jessie Lucille Goslyn, 25, is currently 


being held in the Christian County Jail 
with no bond on a murder charge. 

Another man, Jerred Tabor Long, 
24, of Grand Junction, Colo., was ar¬ 
rested late Saturday night or early 
Sunday morning in Colorado. He too 
is charged with murder. 

Miller confirmed that the two 
Goslyns were married and Vincent 
Goslyn was a soldier at Fort Campbell. 

Fort Campbell spokesman Rick 
Rzepka said Sunday Vincent 
Goslyn’s relatives had not been noti¬ 
fied. Therefore, he could only con¬ 


firm the man killed 
was a soldier. 

He was also able to 
confirm that neither 
Jessie Goslyn nor 
Long are in the Army. 

However WSMV-TV 
of Nashville, Tenn., 
reports Long was 
once stationed at Fort 
Campbell. 

Miller also said that Jessie Goslyn 
and Long were “acquaintances,” but 
the circumstances of their relation¬ 
ship are not entirely clear at this time. 
Authorities believe Long participated 
in Vincent Goslyn’s murder and then 
drove more than 1,300 miles to Grand 
Junction, Colo., where he was ar¬ 
rested by the Colorado Fugitive Ap¬ 
prehension Team.

A legacy of leaders

He was 26 years old when he ran for, 
and won, a seat on the Hopkinsville 
City Council. Today, 20 years later, 
councilman and biology teacher 
Phillip Brooks is one in a long line of 
black leaders who have come from 
his family 

Family roots 

Brooks’ grandfather on his father’s 
side attended Howard University and 
became a doctor. His grandmother 
was a founding member of Jack and 
Jill of America, a prominent social 
club for upper class African-Ameri¬ 
cans. After moving to Hopkinsville 
his grandfather built Brooks Memo¬ 
rial Hospital, which opened in 1941 
as a the only full-fledged hospital for 
minorities.

Shared lessons in

P am Smith, a Chicago woman 
who grew up in an activist 
home during the 1970s Black 
Power movement and now works 
in public relations for non-profit 
groups, has been researching her 
genealogy for more than 20 years. 

Searching for clues of her en¬ 
slaved ancestors in Kentucky, Mis¬ 
souri and Virginia sometimes 
leads Smith to white families 
whose ancestors 
were slaveholders. 

Their financial 
records, personal 
documents and 
family Bibles con¬ 
tain names that 
are otherwise diffi¬ 
cult to locate. U.S. 
census records did 
not list African- 
Americans by 
name until 1870, 
but the probate

records of whites often gave the 
names of slaves they owned. 

It is not uncommon. Smith said 
in a telephone interview, for a 
black genealogist to begin a re¬ 
search project that results in a

right.That's like the main part 
of the company right there." 

Greene went on to work for 
Tom's Vending. In 1989, he 
went back to work for Coca- 


Cola as the first black man lo¬ 
cally to have the route sales¬ 
man job. 

Greene said he took some 
abuse after taking the job. 

Greene now works for a lo¬ 
cal manufacturer and has for 
the past 17 years. He has 
been married the past 10 
years.

long. Long enough to make a little 
pouch. Put the fish on the foil - 
season the fish and add some 
lemon juice. Then on top of the 
fish place your veggies. You can 
sprinkle more seasonings or juice 
on top if you'd like. This is where 
I like to add a few cilantro leaves. 
Now wrap the foil around the 
fish/veggies so that it makes a 
pouch (like a little tee-pee). This is 
going to trap the juices and steam 
the veggies. Bake it for 14-15 min¬ 
utes on a cookie sheet. When 
you're done make sure the fish is 
opaque (not clear). Then eat away. 
You can actually eat two of these 
to make a serving or save one to 
eat later. 

Note: I just moved to a new 
apartment and the oven there 
doesn’t heat as high so I had to 
cook mine for about 20 minutes.

Concussion bill receives broad House support

State House lawmakers, in a rare 
show of unity, unanimously approved 
a bill requiring high school and middle 
school coaches to obtain more training 
to recognize and treat concussions and 
other head injuries. 

Rep. Ben Waide, a Madisonville Re¬ 
publican, said new medical informa¬ 
tion has surfaced within the past two 
years pointing to the dangers of head 
injuries. 

“We now know that even one concus¬ 
sion can have long-term conse¬ 
quences,” said Waide, a co-sponsor of 
the legislation. “What this bill is going 
to do ... is create a program to provide 
training for coaches and medical per¬ 
sonnel that deal with athletes on the 
field.” 

Coaches already are required to have 
basic training on preventing and rec¬ 


ognizing head injuries. The bill, if 
passed by the Senate, would mandate 
that coaches complete additional train¬ 
ing by the start of the 2012-13 school 
year. 

Among the requirements are remov¬ 
ing a student-athlete from practice or 
competition when a concussion is sus¬ 
pected. The athlete may not return to 
play before having an evaluation by a 
physician, certified athletic trainer or 
other certified medical professional to 
determine whether a concussion had 
occurred. 

“Sometimes the real effects don’t 
show up until later,” said Waide, who 
works as a physical therapist. “So the 
on-field examination is so critical.” 

The bill, approved by the House in a 
99-0 vote Thursday, moves to the Sen¬ 
ate. 

In another matter, the Senate ad¬ 
journed Thursday in honor of the late 


Thomas Brown Badgett Sr. of Madis¬ 
onville — based on a resolution intro¬ 
duced by Sen. Jerry Rhoads, a 
Madisonville Democrat. 

Badgett, who died June 30 last year, 
formerly had a coal company, highway 
construction business and real estate 
development operation. He became a 
friend of legendary University of Ken¬ 
tucky basketball coach Adolph Rupp. 

Badgett also was known for his phi¬ 
lanthropy, donating millions to the 
community in support of the YMCA, 
high school athletics, Madisonville 
Community College and Community 
Improvement Foundation. One of the 
facilities named after him is the Bad¬ 
gett Energy and Advanced Technology 
Center on MCC’s Madisonville cam¬ 
pus.

an LBL press release. 

Jackson said seeing the 
bridge is a once in a life¬ 
time experience that is 
part of local history. 

“It’s a site you’d never 
expect to see,” Maupin 
added. 

The bridge was dam¬ 
aged Jan. 26 when a 
cargo ship, the Delta 
Mariner, carrying aero¬ 
nautical equipment, hit 
the bridge and tore off a 
322-foot section of it. 

The 8,400-ton ship is 
still in the water with the 
severed section of the 
bridge hanging across 
the bow of the boat. 

Over the course of the 


four-hour showing, 1,895 
people visited the bridge 
and took pictures, video 
and talked with LBL 
staff about the incident.

park to be renovated 
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unveils the college’s liter¬ 
ary magazine each year; 
and a replica of King 
Arthur’s round table, 16 
feet in diameter and 2,100 
pounds, with a collection 
of stone seats surrounding 
it. 

Adorning a piece of 
stone in the park is a 
plaque dedicated to 
Frances Thomas, a former 
teacher at the college who 
conceived the park and the 
school’s literary magazine. 
Frances helped establish 
the park in 1974, organizing 
private donations for its 
construction. She oversaw 
it until she retired in 1996. 

“It’s my second home and 
you’ll see me sitting 
around the park,” Thomas 
told the New Era in 2004. 

Thomas’ three daughters 
— Pam Thomas, Debbie 
James and Francie 
Thomas — established an 
endowment in 2004 for the 
preservation of the park. 
The three invested $6,000 in 
the fund and another $4,000 
was quickly added in pri¬ 
vate donations. 

Frances Thomas now 
lives in a nursing home in 
Henderson and wasn’t 
available for comment. 
Pam feels the park is a 
legacy for her and wants to 
see it maintained. 

“1 just thought it was 
very important to preserve 
the park,” Pam Thomas 
said. “1 just think all that 
needs to be protected. 1 
hope (it) wiU last for a long, 
long time.” 

The college has built up 
between $20,000 and $25,000 
in the endowment, largely 
through interest on the ini¬ 
tial investment. Renova¬ 
tions to the park are 
planned for the spring. 
They will include improve¬ 
ments to the park’s front 
walkway and more plant¬ 
ings along its front en¬ 
trance. 

Beverly Atwood, the col¬ 
lege’s chief business af¬ 
fairs officer, said they have 
a three-phase plan for im¬ 
proving the park; improv¬ 
ing the park’s entrance is 
the project’s first phase, in 
the second, they plan to add 
more plantings throughout 
the park. In phase three, 
they want to add a walk¬ 
way that runs through the 
park and into the rest of 
campus. They also want to 
enhance the park’s lighting 
and add a sprinkler sys¬ 
tem, she said. 

Atwood said the endow¬ 
ment’s money will cover 
the first phase, but they 
will need three or four 
times that to fund the en¬ 
tire project. 

“We hope that if we have 


additions to the endow¬ 
ment, which we would al¬ 
ways like to have, that will 
speed up phases two and 
three,” Atwood said. “We 
kind of just want to bring 
some updates to (the park) 
to preserve it. It is so im¬ 
portant for us.” 

Atwood has worked at 
HCC since the park’s in¬ 
ception and became friends 
with Frances Thomas 
through the years. After 
the park was established, 
Atwood said, Thomas 
would constantly be think¬ 
ing of new ways to improve 
it. Atwood recalled a family 
trip to Greece the 
Thomases took in 1989. Re¬ 
turning with a collection 
of photos, Frances spoke 
with Atwood about incor¬ 
porating the Greek designs 
into the park. 

“I just remember that she 
would always come by and 
say ‘Okay here is what I’m 
thinking about doing 
next.’” Atwood said. “She 
had a vision and she in¬ 
tended to bring it off. You 
could either work with it or 
against it, but you wanted 
to work with it because she 
was so nice about it.” 

Several of the park’s 
structures were built by 
John T. Robertson, a Hop¬ 
kinsville contractor who 
died in December. Pam said 
Robertson and her mother 
were great friends and col¬ 
laborators on the park’s de¬ 
sign. She was saddened by 
his loss. 

“(He was) quite an archi¬ 
tect and a builder,” Pam 
Thomas said. “He had a 
great reputation.” 

Frances Thomas estab¬ 
lished the literary maga¬ 
zine, called The Round 
Table, with her students in 
1965. Ralph, who started at 
the college in 1996, took the 
magazine over when she 
retired. Since leaving the 
college, Ralph said she has 
always supported him in 
his management of the 
magazine. 

Atwood said many teach¬ 
ers like to use the park for 
classes. Ralph takes his 
classes to the park at least 
once a semester, he said, 
and encourages his stu¬ 
dents to use it on their own 
time. 

“I like to take my stu¬ 
dents out there early in the 
semester,” Ralph said. “I 
say, Tf you have 15 minutes 
between classes, instead of 
rapping with your friends 
about nothing, how about 
walking down to the park 
and read a bit or do a little 
writing?’ It is a great place 
to get away from the hustle 
and bustle of campus.”

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white family learning 
about its slaveholding an¬ 
cestors. She hopes that the 
opposite will become more 
common — for white 
Americans to research 
their slaveholding ances¬ 
tors and to extend what 
they learn to black fami¬ 
lies looking for informa¬ 
tion about their ancestors. 

She believes there are 
lessons in these connec¬ 
tions, often painful and 
awkward, between black 
and white Americans. 

“It would be heartening 
for someone to come look¬ 
ing for me,” Smith said. 

Smith, 53, does consult¬ 
ing work in the Chicago 
area and was the commu¬ 
nication’s director and 
press secretary for Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s U.S. 
Senate primary campaign. 
She lived in Africa from 
1993-95 and has visited 
several slave ports for an 
educational project. 

The shared stories of 
the descendants of slave¬ 
holders and enslaved peo¬ 
ple will be the topic of 
three programs Smith will 
lead in Kentucky for Black 
History Month. She will 
give strategies for geneal¬ 
ogy research and suggest 
ways slavery connections 
can open talks between 
blacks and whites about 
social justice today. 

The first program will 
begin at 10:30 a.m. Satur¬ 
day at the Thomas D. 

Clark Center for Ken¬ 
tucky History, 100 W. 
Broadway St., in Frank¬ 
fort. It wiU include a 
lunch break and conclude 
at 1:45 p.m. The Kentucky 
Historical Society and the 
Kentucky Genealogical 
Society are co-sponsors. 


Anyone planning to at¬ 
tend should call 502-564- 
1792, ext. 4460. 

The other programs led 
by Smith are planned at 
noon Feb. 14 at the Liv¬ 
ingston County Historical 
Society in Smithland and 
at 6:30 p.m. Feb. 16 at the 
Crittenden County Public 
Library in Marion. 

Much of Smith’s re¬ 
search in Kentucky has 
been done in Livingston 
and Crittenden counties. 
She has Kentucky ties to a 
sister of Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son who lived in Liv¬ 
ingston County and to an 
editor of the Louisville 
Times newspaper during 
the 1930s and ’40s. 

About 20 years ago, her 
Missouri research led to a 
collaboration with a col¬ 
lege professor of sociol¬ 
ogy Ann Neel, who is 
white and had been doing 
her own genealogy re¬ 
search for many years. 
Smith eventually discov¬ 
ered that Neel’s ancestors 
had enslaved one of her 
ancestors. 

Today they give a pres¬ 
entation called “Entangled 
Lives: A Conversation Be¬ 
tween Descendants of 
Master and Enslaved.” 
They have appeared on 
“The Oprah Winfrey 
Show” and other venues 
to talk about the reward¬ 
ing and difficult aspects of 
their relationship and 
how the historical gravity 
of it affects them today 
They wiU be speaking Feb. 
22 at Sweet Briar CoUege 
in Virginia and on Feb. 25 
at the Charlottesville (Va.) 
City Council. 

A few years ago. Smith 
and Neel learned they are 
also blood related, going 
back about 10 generations 
on Smith’s father’s side. 


Explaining their connec¬ 
tions and desire to write a 
book. Smith said in an 
email, “Ann and I believe 
we wiU always work to¬ 
gether on these issues in 
some way, as we have al¬ 
ways done. It seems as 
though it’s our destiny.”

Quickinfo: Pam's tips 
for genealogy research: 

■Collect oral histories, first 
from your parents and grand¬ 
parents, then from the oldest 
living members of the family. 
■Try to find a family member 
in every census that is now 
public.The 1940 Census will 
become public in April. 
■Research all of your relatives 
in a generation. For example, 
don't just gather information 
about your grandmother; 
also collect information 
about her siblings. 

■For African-Americans, try 
to go back at least to 1870, 
when blacks were first listed 
by name in the census. 
■Research slave schedules 
that were part of the 1850 
and 1860 censuses. These do 
not give names but do list 
ages and gender of slaves for 
all slaveholders. 

■Use the free site www.family- 
search.com to search census 
records. Ancestry.com has a 
two-week free trial period. 
■Interview older people in a 
community to gather clues 
about names and former res¬ 
idences. 

■Search state archives and 
county records, including 
probate records. 


BROOKS: Building on the family name 
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“He hired minorities, there were female 
nurses, there were nutritionists and lab 
technicians,” Brooks said. “Two of his 
brothers were pharmacists and another 
brother was a mortician. They had a lock on 
anyone living, dying or needing medicine.” 

Brooks’ father and uncle opened a loan 
office in Hopkinsville for minorities and 
later his father went to work for Phelps 
Dodge where he became the first black 
person to work in human resources for the 
company. 

Brooks’ grandfather on his mother’s 
side owned a barbecue restaurant in Pad¬ 
ucah across from the city’s court house. 
Judges, lawyers and politicians would fre¬ 
quent the restaurant and his mother got to 
know them. 

“My mother moved to Hopkinsville and 
got involved in politics,” Brooks said. “She 
was the president and area director for the 
National Association for the Advance¬ 
ment of Colored People.” 

Brooks’ mother, Nang Ping, also was a 
field representative for then Congressman 
Carroll Hubbard. She also was instru¬ 


mental in galvanizing the election of Hop¬ 
kinsville’s first female mayor and first 
black sheriff Brooks, in turn, got to know 
these people. 

“My mother would campaign and me and 
my football friends would go door to door,” 
Brooks said. “Not that I had a choice.” 

By the time Brooks was ready to run for 
office, he had generations of experience to 
pull from. 

A name with history 

Brooks grew up in Hopkinsville and at¬ 
tended Christian County High School. Inte¬ 
gration had already made it’s way through 
the town and Brooks found himself playing 
quarterback on the football team. During 
his time as quarterback the team won the 
state championship in 1982. 

“We were like family - we are at each 
other’s houses, our parents would cook for 
us, we were close knit and had each other’s 
back,” Brooks said. “I was the only minor¬ 
ity but it didn’t matter because they were 
my friends.”

Drop-out 
age needs 
statewide 
standard 

A bill that would aUow Kentucky’s local 
school districts to raise the compulsory 
school attendance age to 18 was approved 
Thursday by the Senate Education Com¬ 
mittee. 

Requiring children to stay in school to 
age 18 is the right thing to do for Kentucky 
and its students. But this biU sponsored by 
Sen. Jack Westwood, R-Erlanger, is the 
wrong approach. The General Assembly 
should instead adopt House BUI 216, which 
sets a statewide 
standard for com¬ 
pulsory attendance. 

It would raise the drop-out age in all dis¬ 
tricts to 17 by July 1,2016, and to 18 by July 
1,2017. 

Kentucky has 176 public school districts. 
We should have one standard for all of 
them rather than a scattered puzzle ap¬ 
proach to embracing the philosophy that 
every child should stay in school long 
enough to earn a high school diploma. 

Supporters of the Senate’s local ap¬ 
proach might argue it is a compromise in 
the debate about mandating school atten¬ 
dance to age 18. We think it’s cop out. It’s 
also another example of kicking a decision 
down the road. 

Yes, there is the problem of students 
who become disruptive because they no 
longer want to be in school, and that is the 
biggest argument against the requiring 
school attendance to age 18. It’s a debate 
going on in many states. President Barack 
Obama,in his State of the Union address 
last month, heightened the discussion 
with a call for aU states to raise their drop¬ 
out age to 18. 

Twenty-six states, including Kentucky, 
require students to stay in school until 
they turn 16. The remaining states require 
attendance to age 17 or 18, according to the 
National Conference on State Legislatures. 

Kentucky’s drop-out age was set in 1934. 
It’s time to set a higher standard. 

Local control is often the best approach 
to legislation, but in this situation, it 
should apply to the ways that districts 
adapt to a higher drop-out age. If the 
House biU passes, local districts wUl have 
four years to plan local approaches to help¬ 
ing students stay in school longer. Local 
districts wiU need to develop programs 
that address the unique needs of students 
who do not succeed in traditional class¬ 
room settings. Vocational programs and 
non-traditional high school schedules wiU 
address many of the problems created by 
students who struggle in conventional 
school settings. 

Kentucky should adopt a statewide stan¬ 
dard for compulsory attendance to 18. And 
local districts should create the best pro¬ 
grams to meet the needs of students.

As a candidate for local offices 
more than once, I feel a need to re¬ 
spond to your editorial on Feb. 1 en¬ 
titled “Candidates lacking for ener¬ 
getic local races.”

Shatter black 
suicide myth 

T he death of Don Cornelius, creator 
and host of “Soul Train,” brought two 
conflicting memories to mind: the 
weekly joy of that iconic program as a 
defining feature of black American pop 
culture and the terrible pain inflicted on 
the surviving family and friends of those 
who commit suicide. 

Like countless other boomers, I feel as 
though I grew up with “Soul Train.” The 
old clips look like an amusing period piece 
today especially to our kids or grandkids 
who wonder how any of us could have 
thought those “Saturday Night Fever” fash¬ 
ions were cool. 

But in the 1970s and beyond, “Soul 
Train” defined cutting-edge cool. It became 
the longest running syndicated show of its 
type on TV and, as Cornelius said every 
week, “the hippest trip in the galaxy” 

But the hip trip finally came to an end a 
few years ago on TV and, for Cornelius, 
amid reports in recent years of failing 
health. Police say he died in his Los Ange¬ 
les home of a seif-inflicted gunshot wound. 

That tragedy has special meaning in the 
African American community which has 
long nourished a dangerous myth that 
black people don’t commit suicide. 

It is a point of mythical ethnic pride that 
our ancestors found ways to persevere de¬ 
spite centuries of slavery struggle and 
hardship. Black people created the blues, it 
is often said, because we didn’t have psy¬ 
chotherapists. 

Besides, as an old joke goes, we black peo¬ 
ple don’t kill ourselves be¬ 
cause you can’t kill 
yourself by jumping out of 
a basement window. We can 
only wish that were true. 

Although whites and Na¬ 
tive Americans have the 
highest suicide rates, ac¬ 
cording to the Centers for 
Disease Control, the black CLARENCE 
suicide rate has been high p. - - 
enough in recent years to ™ "■ ® 

claim one African Ameri¬ 
can every 4.5 hours. 

No group is immune. By gender, non-His- 
panic white and Native American men 
have the highest suicide rates, of about 25 
per 100,000. That’s more than four times the 
rate of women in each racial group. It also 
is more than twice the rate of black and 
Hispanic men, whose suicide rate of about 
11 per 100,000 is five times that rate of black 
and Hispanic women. Asian-American 
men have a rate of about 9 per 100,000, 
slightly more than twice the rate of Asian- 
American women. 

Yet the black suicide myth persists. “As a 
mental-health advocate, over the years I’ve 
heard variations of the ‘black people don’t 
commit suicide’ meme,” wrote Bassey Ikpi 
at the black-oriented website The Root after 
Cornelius’ death. “Yesterday the chorus 
was deafening. People went so far as to cre¬ 
ate elaborate conspiracy theories rather 
than accept what could be a simple truth— 
that Cornelius had taken his own life.” 

I share her sense of frustration. I sud¬ 
denly became an expert because of a per- 
sonsT tragedy as many Chicagoans know. 
Back in May 1984, suicide ended the life 
and career of Leanita McClain, an award¬ 
winning Chicago Tribune columnist and 
ghetto-to-Gold-Coast success story 
She was also my former wife. She killed 
herself with an overdose of prescribed 
piUs two years after our divorce. Her up¬ 
ward career trajectory like our marriage, 
was stopped only by the furies of her re¬ 
lentless depression. 

“Happiness is a private club that will not 
let me enter,” she wrote in her “generic sui¬ 
cide note.” 

It is not hard, although it is not pain-free 
either, for me to imagine that Don Cor¬ 
nelius could have written the same mes¬ 
sage. Suicides inflict a terrible cruelty on 
the survivors. Everyone asks “why?” and 
there are no easy answers. I was surprised 
by how many of my friends came forth to 
share stories of their loved ones who had 
ended their own lives or come close to it in 
their severe depression. I was shocked by 
how common such illnesses can be, regard¬ 
less of race or community background. 

I also learned about guilt. People feel 
guilty if they failed to get help for their lost 
loved one, a counselor told me, and they 
feel guilty if they did get help and the loved 
one killed themselves anyway It is best to 
seek the help. Whether you believe it or not, 
you have too much to lose.

After graduating high 
school, Brooks attended 
Western Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity on a scholarship as a 
pre-med major. However, he 
left and attended mortuary 
school. After becoming a 
mortician. Brooks worked 
at a funeral home in 
Clarksville, Tenn., and it 
was during that time he 
began thinking about pub¬ 
lic service. 

“My mom always men¬ 
tioned it,” Brooks said. “She 
would say, ‘It’s not like 
you’re not familiar with it 
or haven’t been around it.’ 
She did the pushing and 
then the opportunity came 
about and I wanted to make 
a difference.” 

“More than anything I fo¬ 
cused on wanting to help 
Hopkinsville grow and 
bring back the nostalgia - 
the way it used to be in the 
’60s. Hopkinsville was the 
city to come to. From 
Clarksville (and) Trigg and 
Todd counties, everyone 
flocked here for shopping, 
dining and social events. 
Both whites and minorities. 
My thought process was 
this was something we 
could get back.” 

With that goal Brooks 
began to campaign. He 
thinks his campaign may 
have been smoother than 
what other candidates expe¬ 
rience. 

“In politics I would say 
one of the things is it can be 
like a popularity contest,” 
Brooks said. “I had a name 
they knew. They know my 
family and they knew me 
from when I played football 
-1 was a quarterback on a 
championship team. I have 
the same name as my uncle 
and grandfather. It is an es¬ 


tablished name with a his¬ 
tory that preceeded me. It 
opened up a lot of doors.” 

Still, Brooks said he did¬ 
n’t feel like he had big shoes 
tofiU. 

“I ran on my own accord,” 
Brooks said. “My mother 
was behind me to bounce 
ideas off of though. She 
knew federal judges, local 
and state level politicians. I 
had a resource, like an al¬ 
manac.” 


His own legacy 

Brooks said his family 
was ecstatic when he won. 
He became the youngest 
person ever elected to Hop¬ 
kinsville City Council. He 
had their support during 
his campaign with many of 
them sending in contribu¬ 
tions. Now Brooks has 
served on the council for 20 
years, excluding 2006-08. 

During his time as a city 
council member. Brooks 
has helped to provided util¬ 
ities to Fort Campbell 
Boulevard, worked on the 
storm water utility board 
to help with flooding prob¬ 
lems and also helped to es¬ 
tablish homes and provide 
water and sewer lines to an 
annexed portion of the city 

“Sometimes you think 
about (the legacy you leave 
behind), like when you’re 
being interviewed,” Brooks 
said. “I have a proud his¬ 
tory, me, my brother, my 
cousins, my whole family. I 
hope people remember me 
as being fair and forthright 
and honest and that it did¬ 
n’t really matter to me 
what a person’s race was, 
but the character of the 
person.”

Deputies responding to a call Friday night 
about a man lying in the road found Vincent 
Goslyn’s body roughly a quarter mile from a 
parked van, according to Miller. 

Miller confirmed Sunday that police re¬ 
ceived multiple 911 calls about the shooting, 
and one of those calls was made by Jessie 
Goslyn. 

After her husband had been pronounced 
dead by Coroner Dorris Lamb, Jessie Goslyn 
was seen kneeling by a ditch while she vom¬ 
ited and cried. 

Miller said he was unsure how many times 
Vincent Goslyn had been shot. 


A search team was called out to the area 
around midnight Friday to look for evidence 
in the surrounding fields. Miller said. 

Both Goslyns are listed as having a Fort 
Campbell address. According to Jessie 
Goslyn’s Facebook page, the two have been 
married since July 13, 2005. There is also a 
Facebook photo album titled “My Babies” 
with pictures of three young children. Miller 
said the couple does have children, but he was 
unsure how many and didn’t know their ages. 
He said Fort Campbell is in charge of making 
arrangements for the couple’s children. 

The Hopkinsville Police Department and 
Kentucky State Police are assisting the sher¬ 
iff’s office with the investigation. 


Miller said there are a few possible motives 
for the shooting that are still being investi¬ 
gated but he declined to elaborate on them at 
this time. 

“Even though we have two arrests, we stHl 
have a case to work so we’re not releasing a 
lot of specifics about details right now,” 
Miller said, adding that more information 
would be made available as the investigation 
wraps up.

If hearing loss goes untreated, a condition caiied ‘‘auditory 
deprivation” occurs, this has been confirmed by scientific studies. 
Seniors with hearing loss are significantly more likely to develop 
dementia over time than those who retain their hearing, a study by Johns 
Hopkins and National Institute on Aging researchers suggests.

INDIANAPOLIS — Eli Manning and 
the Giants one-upped Tom Brady and 
the Patriots again, coming 
back with a last-minute 
touchdown to beat New 
England 21-17 Sunday night 
for New York’s fourth 
Super Bowl title. 

It was a rematch of the 
2008 NFL championship, 
when Manning led New 
York past New England to 
ruin the Patriots’ bid for a 
perfect season. 

This was the first Super 
Bowl with two starting 
quarterbacks who previously won the 
big game’s MVP award — and they 
took turns being brilliant.

became the first QB to open a Super 
Bowl with nine consecutive comple¬ 
tions.

Davis powers Kentucky 


COLUMBIA, S.C. (AP) — Anthony 
Davis couldn’t believe all the Kentucky 
blue he saw around South Carolina’s 
home court, so he and the No. 1 Wild¬ 
cats put on a performance that 
would’ve drawn several standing ova¬ 
tions at Rupp Arena. 

Davis had 22 points, eight rebounds 
and eight blocks to lead top-ranked 
Kentucky to its 
15th straight 
victory, 86-52, 
over the Game¬ 
cocks on Satur¬ 
day night. 

Doron Lamb 
had 18 points, 
Terrence Jones 
16 and the Wild¬ 
cats (23-1) shot 
51.6 percent as 
they moved to 9- 
0 in the South- 
eastern 
Conference for 
the first time in 
seven years in 
what coach 
John Calipari 
said was his 
team’s best performance this season. 

“It didn’t matter who we played, some¬ 
body was losing by 30,” Calipari said. 

Davis, the 6-foot-lO freshman, was a 
big reason why. He finished several 
alley-oops in the first half as Kentucky 
opened 52-25 lead and was there to swat 
away several shots by the Gamecocks, 
who made only nine field goals in the 
opening period. 

Davis said the Wildcats got a fast 
boost by Kentucky’s fans, who made up 
at least half the 16,527 who turned out 
at the Colonial Life Arena. 

“I’m not used to this,” Davis said. “I 
thought, Tt feels like a home game in 
here.’” 

If Kentucky keeps playing like this, 
expect the team’s fans to turn out on the 
road even more than they already do.

Less than a minute 
later it came down to 
one last play, when 
Brady’s long heave 
into the end zone fell 
incomplete among a 
maze of players. 

New England had the 
baU for aU of one play 
in the first 111-2 min¬ 
utes, and that play was 
an utter failure, a rare 
poor decision by Brady 
After Steve Weather¬ 
ford’s punt was downed 
at the New England 6, 
Brady dropped to pass 
in the end zone and had 
time. With everyone 
covered and Giants de¬ 
fensive end Justin 
Tuck finally coming 
free to provide pres¬ 
sure, Brady heaved the 
baU downfield while 
still in the pocket. 

Only problem: No 
Patriots receivers were 
anywhere near the 
pass. The Giants were 
awarded a safety for 
Brady’s grounding in 
the end zone. 

Manning, meanwhile, 
couldn’t have been more 
on target early, hitting 
six receivers in the first 
period, completing his 
first nine throws, a 
Super Bowl record.

good. But the gymna¬ 
sium, which is a nice gym 
today, 50 years later it’s 
still a beautiful gym. 
Things changed when we 
integrated from the stand¬ 
point our team was better 
than it had ever been.” 

After compiling a 25-25 
record in his first two sea¬ 
sons, Burnett and the 
Wildcats got a brand new 
gym in 1962. But before he 
and his players could 
christen it, Burnett was 
faced with a different 
challenge — integration. 

The year 1962 not only 
marked the first season of 
the new Wildcat gym, it 
also marked the first year 
black students were al¬ 
lowed inside the doors of 
Trigg County High School. 

“When I came from Eliz¬ 
abethtown, we had already 
integrated schools,” Bur¬ 
nett said. “So coming down 
here, it was a big deal, but to 
me, it wasn’t a big deal. I did 
what they asked me to do. I 
manned the gym because 
they thought something 
would be over there. We aU 
did our jobs, and in the long 
run it turned out great.” 

Burnett said the com¬ 
munity was in shambles. 
But that quickly changed. 

Burnett and the Wild¬ 
cats coUected 20 wins in 23 
games in their first season 
in the new gym, and set a 
school record with 23 total 
victories and their first 
district title in 23 years. 
Trigg County went on to 
capture the school’s first 
region tournament win 
before losing to Princeton 
Dotson in the semifinals. 

The Wildcats again won 
23 games and a district 
title in 1965 before falling 
to Hopkinsville Attucks, 
an all-black school, in the 
region semifinals. 

“I think the basketbaU 
team had more to do with 
the success than anything 
else,” Burnett said of the 
quick improvement in race 
relations in Cadiz. “But we 
had a great group of kids 
here too. ... We had some 
of those kids who had gone 
to Attucks, and they were 
good kids. They were good 
students and they were an 
asset to the community 
When you have good kids, 
it makes aU the difference 
in the world.” 

Burnett won his third 
and final district title at 


Trigg in his last season in 
Cadiz in 1967. Burnett 
went 133-77 during his 
tenure as Trigg coach. His 
133 wins are the third 
most in school history and 
his .633 winning percent¬ 
age ranks second aU time. 

Buddy Sivills, one of 
Burnett’s premier players, 
also was honored Satur¬ 
day. Sivills thanked Bur¬ 
nett for everything he did 
for the team and more im¬ 
portantly the community 

“Coach, thank you for 
coming to Trigg County,” 
Sivills said to Burnett. 
“You made us.” 

SiviUs, who finished his 
career as the school’s sec¬ 
ond aU-time leading scorer 
with 1,262 points and aver¬ 
aged double figures in 
points in his final three 
years, including a team- 
best 19.3 points per game 
in 1965, credited Burnett 
for teaching him tough¬ 
ness and fundamentals. 

Other inductees included 
Chappel Allen, a starting 
forward/center on the 
Trigg boys’ basketbaU 
team in the early 1950s, 
Sam “Fox” Love, a former 
Trigg track and cross coun¬ 
try runner who stUl holds 
school and state records 30 
years after his career, and 
Gary “Coach Sieg” Sieg- 
mund, the public address 
announcer for WUdcat foot- 
baU and a former track and 
field, basebaU, softbaU, foot- 
baU, girls’ and boys’ bas¬ 
ketbaU coach and trainer. 

David Butts, a former 


three-sport standout for the 
WUdcats from 1977-82, also 
was honored. Upon gradu¬ 
ation, Butts played basebaU 
a Murray Stae where he 
was a two-time AU-Ohio 
VaUey Conference selec¬ 
tion and later drafted by 
the Atlanta Braves. 

Ginger Wallace, the 
lone female 2012 inductee, 
began competing at the 
varsity level as a fourth- 
grade runner on the 
Trigg cross country team. 
WaUace finished fourth at 
the regional cross coun¬ 
try meet and helped the 
team to its first title in 
1981 as an eighth-grader. 

Inductees Selby Grubbs, 
Joe Jaggers and David 
Radford were represented 
by famUy members. 

Grubbs, who was unable 
to attend after recently un¬ 
dergoing hip replacement 
surgery at a MadisonviUe 
hospiM, was the leading 
rusher and scorer for 
Trigg’s state champion 
footbaU teams in 1971 and 
1972. Grubbs’ 2,242 yards 
rushing in ’72 remain a sin¬ 
gle-season school record. 

Jaggers, who coached 
the WUdcat footbaU team 
to the ’71 and ’72 state titles, 
became a member of his 
third haU of fame, having 
already been inducted into 
the Kentucky High School 
Athletic Association HaU 
of Fame and the National 
High School HaU of Fame.

Cadiz woman 


finds comfort 


after losing 
son, sister

CADIZ, Ky — A tire blew out at Woodruff Bridge and 
a teenage father drowned in four feet of water. 

“How could he drown in four feet of water? He was 6 
feet, 2 (and one half) inches tall,” said his mother, Deb¬ 
bie Morris, a former school bus driver for Trigg 
County schools. 

Her son, Charles Shawn Morris, 17, died Nov. 5,1992, 
when his car went over the embankment and he was 
knocked out. It was late at night on a lonely road and 
no one found him until the next day. 

School officials took Debbie aside after she com¬ 
pleted her bus route and told her. She refused to be¬ 
lieve it. 

“Charles had just left my house the night before to 
go home,” she recalls. “He ran into a nephew who 
wanted a ride home and they fooled around a little 
while so it was late when he headed home by himself.” 

His wife, Dana, also 17, and daughter. Amber, 6 
months, were waiting at 
home. 

Six months later, Deb¬ 
bie’s sister, Lisa Atwell 
Wallace, 25, was found 
murdered in Indiana. 

“Lisa had gone to Indi¬ 
ana to visit a boyfriend,” 

Debbie recalls. “She had 
promised to call mom 
every night while she 
was gone. She had never 
missed calling mom on 
her birthday. When she 
didn’t call mom on her 
birthday and didn’t call 
and didn’t call... we knew something was wrong.” 

Debbie and the family started calling hospitals in In¬ 
dianapolis, then morgues. One morgue representative 
said an unidentified body had been found on Interstate 
75 in Connersville at a truck stop. 

“A detective came here with photos,” Debbie said. 
“He asked about marks or tattoos. Lisa had a tattoo no 
one else knew about but me. She had a boy’s name cov¬ 
ered with flowers. It was at the side of her tummy.” 

The tattoo helped identify Lisa and soon all the 
brothers and sisters we loaded up and headed to Indi¬ 
ana to bring Lisa home. They visited the place she 
died, then to the mortuary and then the cemetery 
where Lisa was already buried as Jane Doe. 

Lisa’s daughter, Stephanie Hall, didn’t understand. 

“It is and has been hard growing up without a 
mother,” Hall said. “No one knows how it is until you 
experience it. I have accepted now that my mom is in 
a better place. But what is the hardest is that they have 
never caught who did it.” 

People grieve and people recover in different ways. 
In the time after Charles’ death, and with the Lisa’s 
death fresh in her mind, Debbie, along with family and 
friends, could be found passing out petitions door to 
door and soliciting for news coverage from all local pa¬ 
pers about the need for guardrails at Woodruff Bridge 
on route 274. 

As they worked to build rails for the bridge another 
teenager was killed — around the same time Lisa was 
murdered. 

The rails were finally installed about five years later, 
Debbie said. 

Building the rails to save other lives has brought 
some closure to the loss of Charles for Debbie and her 
husband, whose name is also Charles. 

“Not a day goes by he doesn’t cross my mind,” Deb¬ 
bie admits. “As far as going on, it was Amber, his 
daughter, that got me through. She was just like him. 
Her smile and his big brown eyes. I can still see him in 
her.” 

Debbie said Amber, who is now 19, graduated from 
high school recently and now has her own baby girl, 
Alani Mays. 

“Amber has so much of his ways,” Debbie added. 
“His quick temper and as loving and caring as he was, 
especially with Alani. I could just see him holding 
(Alani) and smile.”

CADIZ, Ky. - A shot rang 
out in the night and a beauti¬ 
ful smile became a memory. 

Eric Jones, 26, a son, father, 
brother and role model to 
many teenage boys, may have 
died in December, but his 
memory lives on. 

“I was just devastated,” his 
mother, Lisa Bumphis, re¬ 
called. “The thing that got me 
through it was when I went to 
the Minute Mart and the kids 
told me all the nice things he 
said. He was like a role model 
to them. He told them to stay 
on the right track and they 
could do anything they 
wanted to.” 

The teens were ages 15 
through 17. 

“He used that Minute Mart 
to reach out to kids,” Eric’s 
mother added. 

Eric is also remembered by 
other customers of the 
Minute Mart on Main Street. 
Winnie Tooke, 103, remem¬ 
bers how he got products for 
her and her friend and even 
gave her friend a “Get Well” 
card when she was ill. 

“He always made me 
smile,” another customer, 
Debbie Morris, said. “No mat¬ 
ter how bad a day I had, he al¬ 
ways had a smile.” 

Eric was shot in December 
following a birthday party at 
the Trigg County Recreation 
Center. Even then, he was try¬ 
ing to protect a friend, ac¬ 
cording to accounts of the 
shooting. 

Starting the new year with¬ 
out Eric is his 1-year-old son, 
Zaryan. Another baby is on 
the way who will never see 
the father who already put a 
crib in the unborn child’s 
bedroom. 

Two nephews, Tahj, 9, and 
Dekavion, 11, will miss his 
hugs and the time Eric spent 
with them. 

Brothers, Byran, 28, Jeremy, 
23, and sister, Rekia, 27, will 
cherish the childhood close¬ 
ness and adult companion¬ 
ships. 


Stephanie Hall went 
through grade school and 
high school with Eric. 

“The one thing I remember 
most about him,” she said, 
“he always had a smile on his 
face. He was always making 
jokes and cutting up in class. 
He was always kind to every¬ 
one.” 

Eric may be gone but he 
will never be forgotten by 
those who were touched by 
his smile and kindness. 

“A kind, articulate, funny 
and inspiring young man was 
taken from us too soon. God 
has blessed us with a true 
friend all these years,” said 
Tim Jackson, another child¬ 
hood friend and teammate of 
Eric’s. “I am so grateful and 
thankful. I was blessed 
enough to grow up on the 
football fields with ‘Easy’ 
Football made us more than 
teammates. We were all 
brothers in the field. 

“We not only lost a great 
friend who would go out of 
this way for you or put that 
magic laughter to use when 
you felt down and out, we lost 
a true brother, a real stand-up 
guy that you could count on 
anytime, day or night.” 

“God has gotten himself an 
angel whose smile will light 
the skies of heaven. We all 
love and miss you, ‘Easy’ Rest 
in Peace, Eric Jones.” 

Eric’s mother still has 
many pieces of her son with 
her in her home, where he 
lived with his dog, Kane. 

“I decided to keep his dog,” 
she said. “The day Eric died, 
the dog got loose and went to 
the Minute Mark looking for 
him. I brought him home and 
am trying to take care of 


him.” 

Bumphis felt a connection 
with the song “Shawty Know” 
and requested that funeral 
participants play it on their 
car radios in the caravan to 
the cemetery. 

She was honored by a friend 
with a charcoal drawing of 
Eric using the words from the 
song as lines of the sketch. 

A basketball signed by each 
of Eric’s teammates was also 
given to his mother by the 
coach, Mike Wright. 

Bumphis goes to Rocky 
Ridge Baptist Church, where 
she receives friendship and 
comfort. 

Raising three children as a 
single mother was not easy, 
she said, but she is proud of 
what Eric became. 

“He had it hard,” she ex¬ 
plained. “He got into trouble 
when he was young. He was 
influenced by the streets. But 
he found that wasn’t the way. I 
believe if you steer kids in the 
right way, they will find their 
way there again.” 

Smiling, she continued, 
“I’m proud to see the boy I 
raised become the man that 
he was.” 

While the memories of Eric 
are sweet ones, his mother ad¬ 
mits that his death has been 
hard and there are some 
things she will never get over. 

“I’m starting the new year 
without him. I will miss his 
great personality. He used to 
come to my room. We would 
talk about everything.” 

Wiping a tear from her eye, 
she concluded, “I miss that 
the most.”

Visitors remember battle of Fort Henry

It was 150 years ago that Fort 
Henry was lost to Union forces dur¬ 
ing the American Civil War. Some 
historians believe the loss of Fort 
Henry, and Fort Donelson on the 
Cumberland River, was why the 
South lost the war, said Bob HoUi- 
day lead interpreter of The Home- 
place at Land Between the Lakes. 

On Saturday afternoon, people 
listened to a LBL volunteer talk 
about the battle and watched a 
video on the history of the event. 

The fort was taken over as a con¬ 
sequence of its poor placement, 
said Sky Witzofsky speaker at the 


event. Built on the water, rising 
tides and spring rain flooded the 
fort. Further, artillery fire punched 
holes in the fort causing additional 
damage and flooding. 

The earthen fort, named after a 
Confederate senator, was built with 
trees around and inside it and had 
mud caked on the outside, Witzof¬ 
sky said. 

Very few died in the battle as 
most were sent away to Fort Donel¬ 
son with only few left in order to 
surrender. 

The battle lasted between 45 min¬ 
utes to an hour and a half. 

Less than a week later. Fort 
Donelson feU, opening up the Cum¬ 


berland River to invading forces. 

"It was a lynch pin for the North," 
Holliday said. After the loss of both 
forts, "it was only a matter of time 
before (the South) lost the war." 

LBL wiU be holding events com¬ 
memorating the faU of Fort Henry 
from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. on Feb. 12 and 
Feb. 19 at The Homeplace on the 
Tennessee side of the park.
